The Unfortunate Man Wa# With 
Partner When the Accident Hap­ 
pened— Worked at Cheater, And Is 
Unmarried. 


Crushed into an almost unrecogniza 
hie mass, the body of James McDon­ 
ald, who had for several weeks been 
working in Chester for Contractor A. 
M. Sevres, was picked up at about 
1:15 o’clock this morning on the C. & 
P. railroad, just west of the Laughlin 
No. I pottery. 
McDonald was killed instantly by be- 
ing run over by 
west 
bound 
fast 
freight No. 89 and a few minutes later 
the mangled body wast further muti­ 
lated by the wheels of the locomotive 
and tender of passenger train No. 41, 
which also passed over it before the 
engineer 
succeeded in stopping 
his 
t* ain. 
At the time of the accident McDon­ 
ald, in company with Frank 
Miller, 
one of 
his fellow workmen, 
was 
walking toward the 
East End. It is 
said that both were under the influ­ 
ence of liquor and it is supposed they 
had started up the railroad with the 
intention of walking across the bridge 
to Chester. 
How they came to get 
past Che bridge is a matter of con­ 
jecture, but owing to the absence of 
lights in that vicinity and probably be- 
eause of their intoxicated condition, 
it is thought they walked 
under 
it 
without knowing they had done so. 
It Is also a m atter of uncertainty as 
to how McDonald came to be struck 
by the train. 
Miller claims to have 
been walking some distance ahead of 
McDonald when the accident occurred 
and says he knew nothing about it un 
til the freight train had passed, 
was then that he missed his partner 
and walking back a short distance, he 
found McDonald's dead 
body 
lying 
across the rails. 
Without 
waiting to 
remove the 
- corpse from the railway track. Miller 
rushed to the 
Thompson 
pottery 
where he found Smith Calhoun, the 
night watchman, and to whom he told 
of the finding 
of 
McDonald’s body 
Calhoun immediately telephoned to the 
central fire station 
and 
Patrolmen 
Wood*, Rhue and Rose went to the 
BCrvM with the ambulance. 
OoSfeelr arrival and before they had 
time to pie k up the body, train No. 41 
was heard approaching in the vicinity 
of the East End. Patrolman Rose hur 
rledly started up the track with a lan­ 
tern to flag the train, but did not suc­ 
ceed In attracting the engineer's atten 
tion in time to allow him to get hit 
train stoppjd. 
The locomotive, ten 
der and the forward trucks of 
the 
baggage coach passed over the body 
and the rear trucks were directly over 
It when the wheels ceased to revolve. 
It was necessary for the engineer to 
back the train to allow 
Patrolman 
Woods to drag the corpse out across 
the rail. 
As l oon as possible the body—or as 
much of it as could be found In the 
darkness—was loaded Into the ambu­ 
lance and taken to the undertaking 
rooms of Burns A MeQuilkin. It was 
found that the head was crushed to a 
pulp, both legs were cut off, as was 
also an arm, while the other arm was 
mashed and mangled into shreds. 
W orkmen employed In the river pot­ 
teries who went up the 
track this 
morning found 
dozens of pieces 
of 
bone and flesh which had been strewn 
along the rails 
Pieces of the man’s 
clothing and a number of papers were 
also found. A Claysville (Pa.) 
bank 
book bearing the name of Silas Mc­ 
Donald was picked up by John Boulton 
and turned over to Chief Thompson 
with the other personal effects found 
in the dead man's pockets. 
Among the collection was a Pro 
dentist Insurance company’* 
receipt 
book with a Wheeling agent’s name at- 
t 
hed and who had credited James 
cDonald, whose name also appeared 
thereon, with a number of payments. 
A letter dated at Fredericktown, Knox 
county. O., was also found. The enve­ 


lope was missing, but the manuscript 
showed evidence of having been writ* 
ten by a female. It was addressed to 
‘Dear Ida,” and in closing the writer 
asked that the reply be addressed In 
care of John Smoot. No reference wag 
made to McDonald. 
During his stay in Chester McDon 
ald had been boarding with R. E. Pet­ 
ers. who brought suit against him yes­ 
terday in Justice Johnston s court for 
$12.50. The summons was found in 
the man’s pocket#. 
A silver ring. 
a 
knife and a number of cards, papers, 
etc., of little or no value were also 
among the collection. 
Nothing is known concerning 
Mc 
Donald further than that his home is 
near Wheeling. His age was about 3f» 
years and he was unmarried. By the 
men with whom he worked at Chester 
he was known 
as 
“Check No. 86.” 
Each of the laborers employed by the 
gas company receives a check and the 
timekeeper is thus relived of the ne­ 
cessity of bothering with names. 
Chief Thompson telephoned to the 
Wheeling authorities this morning in­ 
structing them to inform McDonald’s 
relatives of his death. The body will 
be kept at the undertaking rooms un­ 
til called for, but owing to Its mutlla 
ted condition the public has been de­ 
nied the privilege of viewing it.

learned from the Wheeling authorities 
that McDonald did not live at Wheel 
Ing. but at West Alexander. Pa., some 
14 miles from that city. 
The authorities at West Alexander 
have been communicated with, 
and

that town. The young man’s full name 
was James T. McDonald.

by the train. 
Miller claims to have 
been walking some distance ahead of 
McDonald when the accident occurred 
and says he knew nothing about it un 
til the freight train had passed.

was then th at he missed his partner, 
and walking back a short distance, he 
found McDonald’s dead 
body 
lying 
across the rails. 
W ithout 
waiting

corpso from the railway track, Miller 
rushed to the 
Thompson 
pottery, 
where he found Smith Calhoun, the 
night watchman, and to whom he told 
of the finding 
of 
McDonald’s body. 
Calhoun immediately telephoned to the 
central fire station 
and 
Patrolm en 
Woods, Rime and Rose went to the 
seeing ^'ith the ambulance. 
On Their arrival and before they had 
tim e to pick up the body, train No. 41 
was heard approaching in the vicinity 
of the E ast End. Patrolm an Rose hur­ 
riedly started up the track with a lan­ 
tern to flag the train, but did not suc­ 
ceed in attracting the engineer’s atten­ 
tion in tim e to allow him to get his 
train stopped. 
The locomotive, ten­ 
der and the forward trucks of

Own D istricts. 


W heeling, W. Va., Nov. 19.—Through 
a decision handed down by 
the 
su­ 
prem e court of the sta te In the case of 
Johnston, et al, vs. H unter, ct a1, from 
Ohio county, Justices of th e peace are 
prohibited from trying cases In dis­ 
tricts outside of the one In which they 
a re elected, thus rendering valueless 
thousands of Judgm ents decided upon 
by them , and com pletely revolutioniz­ 
ing th e low er Judiciary in W est Vir­ 
ginia. 
T his test case arose In the Justice's 
court in Ohio county, and the property 
in question consisted of an antiquated 
organ 
and 
a 
ring-boned, 
spavined 
horse. The plaintiffs, in order to se 
cure w hat they considered Justice, en 
tared the case before a squire in anoth 
er d is tric t 
It was taken from one 
court to another, and finally landed at 
the tribunal of last reso rt In the state, 
when tho point above m entioned was 
raised and decided 
contrary 
to 
the 
hopes and desires of a horde of hungry 
Justices In the state. 
In the m eantim e 
the organ was burned In a fire and the 
horse died w hile In tho constable’s 
hands, so th ere was nothing left to 
fight for but th© principle. 
H ere In Ohio county alone the sweep- 
Ing decision will Invalidate over 5,000 
asea, Involving m any thousands of doh 
Jars.

Prohibits Justices of the Peace Trying 
Cases. Outside Their

Wheeling, W. Va., Nov. 19,—Through 
a decision handed down by 
the 
su­ 
premo court of the state In the case of 
Johnston, et al, vs. Hunter, et a1, from 
Ohio county, justices of the peace are 
prohibited from trying cases in dis­ 
tricts outside of the one in which they 
ar© elected, thus rendering valueless 
thousands of Judgments decided upon 
by them, and completely revolutionis­ 
ing the lower Judiciary in West Vir­ 
ginia. 
This test case arose in the Justice’s 
court in Ohio county, and the property 
In question consisted of an antiquated 
organ 
and 
a 
ring-boned, 
spavined 
horse. The plaintiffs, in order to se­ 
cure what they considered justice, en 
tered the case before a squire in anoth 
er d istrict 
It was taken from on© 
court to another, and finally landed at 
th© tribunal of last resort In th© state 
when the point above mentioned was 
raised and decided 
contrary 
to th© 
hopes and desires of a horde of hungry 
Justices In th© state. 
In th© meantime 
the organ was burned in a fire and the 
horse died while In the constable’s 
hands, so there was nothing left to 
fight for but the principle. 
Here In Ohio county alone the sweep­ 
ing decision will Invalidate over 6,000 
asea. Involving many thousands of doh 
(ars. 
It means a death-blow to petti­ 
fogging, for hereafter every Justice of 
the peace will be compelled to remain 
within hjs own bailiwick.

The movement Is certainly Instinc­ 
tive. for it can only be eliminated by 
considerable training and voluntary 
efforta, and yet It Is fatal to the Indi 
vidua), for tile specific gravity of no 
human body Is so nearly that of water 
that the removal of the arm s from tis* 
supporting fluid at once sinks the face 
beneath the surface. In ©asea of so 
called “cramps” the victim, often a 
highly 
trained 
swimmer, 
generally 
throws up the hands, hut those cam** 
are probably due to heart failure, anti a 
similar movement takes place on laud 
when the subject receives a fatal heart 
wound, and It la even a common ex­ 
pression of shock or astonishment. Tile 
ordinary movements of walking or run­ 
ning would keep a tnan’s face above 
water, 
but 
these curious 
climbing 
movements of both hands and feet 
make floating Impossible and are re­ 
sponsible for many deaths by drown­ 
ing.—Cincinnati Enquirer.

CURING THE BLUES. 


DISCOVERED BV ACCIDENT 


B o w th e P a v in g V a lu e o f A sp h a lt 
W as d r o u g h t to IVotlee. 
All forma of bituminous pavements, 
whether manufactured from natural or 
artificial asphalt, are Id fact artificial 
■tcne pavements. The Industry started 
with the use of the natural rock as­ 
phalt from the mines In the Val de 
Travers, Canton Neufcliatel, Switzer 
land. 
The mines were discovered in 
1721, but it was 1840 that its utility as 
a road covering was first noticed. The 
rock was then being mined for the 
purpose of extracting the bitumen con­ 
tained In it for use Id medicine and 
arts. 
It is a limestone found Improg 
noted with bitumen, of which it yields 
on analysis from 8 to 14 per cent. 
It was observed that pieces of rock 
which fell from the wngou were crush 
ed by the weight of wheels, and under 
the combined Influence of the traffic 
and heat of the nun a good road surface 
was produced. A macadam road of as 
phalt rock was then made which gave 
very goof! results, and finally in ISM 
a portion of the Rue Bergere was laid 
In Baris of compressed asphalt on a 
concrete foundation, 
lu 1858 a still 
larger sn tuple was laid, and from that 
time It has been laid year by year in 
Purls. From Paris It extended to Loo 
don, being laid on Threadneedle street 
In 1801) and Cheapslde in 1870 and in 
successive years on other streets.—Mu­ 
nicipal Journal and Engineer.

Bonds of the City Therefor. 
Be it ordaint*d by the council of the 
city of East Liverpool, Ohio, as 
fol 
lows: 
Sec. I. 
W hereas there is now out 
.standing and unpaid an indebtedness 
against the city of East 
Liverpool 
Ohio, duly and legally created by said 
city, amounting to fifty thousand do! 
tars ($50,000) which said indebtedness 
the city is, from its lim it of taxation 
unable to pay at m aturity, and the 
time of payment of which it appears to 
this council for the best interests of 
said city, to be extended, and, whereas 
the same indebtedness for the payment 
of which the city is justly and legally 
bound aud bolden, and whereas, the 
city has full power to extend the time 
of paym ent of said indebtedness by au­ 
thority of Section 2701 of the Revised 
Statutes of Ohio. Now, therefore, be 
it further ordained by the city council 
of the city of East Liverpool, Ohio, as 
follow s:: 
Sec. 2. 
There shall be issued under 
authority of and in accordance with

a marvelously bigoted church. 
“The American board is unwilling 
t® take the work off our hands. Now 
we are there and boxed up to go on. 
The m issionaries 
there 
m ust have 
line conversational powers, as they 
nil all visitors with encouragem ent" 
Secretary Leonard wanted to read 
a 15-minute report on Bulgaria. 
Dr. 
Buckley protested with heat and said: 
“ It is unprecedented, 
lf Dr. Leonard 
has a cut and 
dried 
report, why 
didn't he read It to the committee, in­ 
stead of inflicting it on the general 
com m ittee." 
General J. F. Rusling moved that 
Dr. Leonard be heard, but the secre­ 
tary was defeated and the previous 
question was called by Colonel Dob­ 
bins. 
Bulgaria got $6,229. 
Then the 
discussion broke out on the question 
o f continuing the committee. 
Bishop 
Cyrus D. Foss said: 
“Discharge the 
com m ittee and let the patient live. 
Dismiss the physicians and let the 
Bulgarians have a chance for life.” 
The committee, of which Dr. Buckley 
was chairman, was killed by a vote of 
18 to 19.

The 
“ open door com m ittee” is a new com 
in it tee, appointed at this meeting to 
go Into new work in Porto Rico, the 
Philippines and other new fields. The 
discussion became so warm that Col 
onel E. L. Dobbins stopped it 
and 
forced a vote on a call for the prevl 
ous question. 
The "Bulgarian question” bobbed 
us, as waa expected. Dr. Buckley, who 
had been waiting for five days 
for 
the m atter, said: 
“Bulgaria has swal­ 
lowed up $400,000, and the whole in 
come is 279 members in the midst rf 
a marvelously bigoted church. 
“The American board is unwilling 
"Aft take the work off our hands. Now 
we are there and boxed up to go on. 
The missionaries 
there 
m ust have 
fine conversational powers, as they 
fill all visitors with encouragem ent 
Secretary Leonard wanted to read 
a 15-minute report on Bulgaria. 
Dr. 
Buckley protested with heat and said 
“It is unprecedented. 
If Dr. Leonard 
Iva* a cut and 
dried 
rep o rt why 
didn’t he read it to the committee, in­ 
stead of inflicting it on the general 
com m ittee.’' 
General J. F. Rusting moved that 
Dr. Leonard be heard, but the secre­ 
tary was defeated and the previous 
question was called by Colonel Dob­ 
bins.

state. 
Hayes favored it in his quiet way and helped to get a

Ro far at any danger from the game 
is concerned, freab water Aahing has 
always been looked upon aa about at 
safe aa any sport in the world, and the 
fresh water fish has gone on record as 
harmless and nonresistant. But there 
are instances now and then when the 
fish turns tim tables. The Inhabitants 
of Osceola county, Mich., who live In 
the neighborhood of Lake George, an 
| Inland water abont three miles long, 
are almost superstitiously afraid of a 
certain fish that inhabits that lake. No 
one knows what sort of fish It Is, and 
opinion locally la divided as to whether 
It la a giant muskellunge or a stur­ 
geon. 
Spearing parties had* now and then 
reported seeing a very large fish with­ 
out being able to strike It, but no one 
gave credence to the talcs until one 
ulght several years ago, when a party 
of sportsmen from Chicago went on tile 
(Ako spearing In charge of an old real 
dent named Armstrong. 
Armstrong was the only one that re­ 
turned to tell the story. He said the 
party was spearing In shallow water 
when they saw an enormous fish that 
resembled on overgrown pickerel. Two 
of the Chicago men wero standing in 
the bow, and ut first supposed the fish 
to be a log. Then one saw his mistake 
and struck with all his might. The fish 
guve a dart that mode the boot Jump 
as though a steam engine were pulling 
It. If the luau had let go of the spear, 
all would have been well, but he hung 
on, aud the fish gave a mighty Hop to 
right angles with the boat. The man 
still held to the spear, with the result 
that the boot capsized, and the men 
found themselves standing in mud and 
water up to their wnlsta. 
The light went out when the boat up­ 
set, and, the night being dark and 
cloudy, not one of the party had any 
Idea of the direction to lie pursued In 
reaching shove. The shallow water oc­ 
cupies a large part of the lake, and 
they could wander In any direction 
without being able to tell whether or 
not they were nearing shore.

strong said afterward that nothing 
eotikl equal the awfulness of the expe­ 
rience that followed. They made their 
way in one direction ofter another and 
wandered round and round, going half 
way to their knees in mud at every 
step.

Then one of the sportsmen dropped 
without a word, and no one went to his 
help. Little by little the three that re­ 
mained were separated.

I more shallow than It had l>een. lie 
j kept on and fell upon the shore. Then 
i on hands and knees he crawled to 
camp anti gave the alarm. Search was 
at once made for his companions, and 
their bodies were recovered. Sluee that 
time the big fish with a scar on his 
back has twice or thrice been seen by 
spearing parties, but they have passed 
It by. 
There is one species of fish In the 
south that Is feared only little less 
than its salt water contemporary the 
shark. 
This Is the alligator gar. 
It 
grows to enormous sixe and has a bill 
hard and bony and much broader than 
the bill of the common gar of northern 
waters. One who goes out upon the 
lakes of Louisiana and Arkansas will 
see them Jumping and splashing like 
enormous trout. Their usual food con­ 
sists of fish. and they not only make 
endless trouble for those who go fish­ 
ing with minnows, but have been 
known to round up aud tear to pieces 
bass which the sportsman has booked. 
Bathing In the lakes Is considered dan­ 
gerous.

been playing at the edge of a bayou 
and was lying on the bank extending 
his arms Into the water when a gar 
i-arne with a rush and, grabbing the 
youngster by the arm. pulled bim Into 
the water. A young negro with a shot­ 
gun was standing near watching for 
rlceblrds. 
He ran to the bank. 
Tho 
fish found It bad undertaken a bigger 
task than It could well manage, and a 
wild struggle was In progress between 
the gar ami the dying child. The negro 
shot the fish, but the child died before 
It could be taken from the water.—New 
York Times.
